The  furnaces  are  old,  worn  out  and  incapable  of  heating  to  exceed  one- 
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half  of  the  jail,  while  three  times  the  fuel  is  used  that  would  lie  required  to 
heat  the  building  with  new  and  modern  furnaces. 

Recommendations — The  old  sinks  are  worn  out  and  in  their  present  con¬ 
dition  are  unsanitary.  We  recommend  the  purchase  of  new  porcelain  sinks.

The  jail  is  not  modern,  and  no  way  is  provided  for  isolating  prisoners  as  is 
sometimes  desired  and  necessary.  It  is  managed  as  well  as  possible,  conducted 
as  it  is. 

Recommendations: — This  Board  has  repeatedly  called  the  attention  of 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  the  old,  worn  out,  and  in  the  beginning  poor  furn¬ 
aces  with  which  the  jail  is  attempted  to  be  heated.  Upon  careful  investiga¬ 
tion  we  find  that  a  conservative  estimate  shows  that  not  less  than  $150  per 
year  in  excess  of  the  necessary  amount,  is  expended  in  heating  the  jail.  With 
this  excessive  and  wasted  expense  a  large  part  of  the  residence  portion  of  the 
jail  cannot  be  heated  at  all  in  extreme  cold  weather.  We  once  more  recom¬ 
mend  the  purchase  of  a  steam  or  hot  water  heating  plant  in  place  of  the  coal 
consuming  heating  chimneys  now  in  use,

Gentlemen: — Your  Committee  on  County  Poor  and  County  Property  would 
respectfully  report:  In  the  matter  of  improved  method  and  saving  of  fuel  in 
heating  the  jail,  that  the  best  and  most  economical  in  the  end  would  be  a  steam 
plant,  therefore  believing  that  the  saving  in  fuel  alone  would  in  five  or  six 
years  pay  the  entire  cost  of  putting  in  such  plant,  we  would  recommend  that  a 
steam  heating’  system  replace  the  old  furnaces  in  the  jail.  We  would  also  rec¬ 
ommend  that  conveniences  for  giving  prisoners  baths  be  placed  in  the  south 
corridor  of  the  jail.  We  would  also  recommend  that  additional  roller  shelves 
and  file  cases  be  placed  in  the  west  end  of  the  vault  in  the  county  clerk’s  office 
as  this  is  absolutely  necessary,  many  of  the  cases  now  in  being  crowded  with 
files  that  properly  belong  elsewhere.  We  would  also  recommend  that  the 
floor  in  the  office  of  the  drain  commissioner  be  covered  with  linoleum  to  cor¬ 
respond  with  the  other  offices  in  the  court  house.

Gentlemen: — Your  committee  appointed  to  investigate  the  condition  of 
the  title  to  the  Fair  Ground  property  would  respectfully  report  that  we  find 
as  follows: 

There  was  deeded  to  the  Branch  County  Agricultural  Society  on  Decem¬ 
ber  8,  1862,  the  undivided  one-half  of  20  acres  of  land  (the  other  one-half  inter¬ 
est  deeded  to  the  Coldwater  Agricultural  and  Breeders  Association)  the  deed 
to  the  Agricultural  Society  contained  the  following  stipulation:  Subject  also 
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to  the  further  con  iition  that  if  the  said  Branch  County  Agricultural  Society 
shall  cease  to  exist  or  shall  cease  to  use  said  premises  for  fair  grounds  and 
other  purposes  properly  appertaining  to  the  objects  and  business  of  said 
Society,  the  same  shall  descend  to  and  belong  to  the  said  County  of  Branch, 
subject  to  the  control  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  said  County  as  other  lands 
belonging  to  the  said  County  now  are  or  hereafter  may  be,  and  two  deeds  of 
land  made  subsequent  to  the  original  purchase  contained  the  same  stipulation 

The  Agricultural  Society  mortgaged  this  property  to  W.  S.  Hawley  in 
April,  1883.  for  $2685  00,  and  again  in  October,  1886,  for  $800.00.  There  has 
been  payments  made  on  the  mortgage  enough  to  reduce  principal  to  about 
$2800  which  with  accrued  interest  would  bring  Mr.  Hawley's  claim  up  to  about 
$3500.00.  |  Mr.  Hawley  has  expressed  a  willingness  to  accept  the  principal 
sum  or  face  of  his  mortgage  in  full  settlement  of  his  claim 

The  difficulty  seems  to  be  in  ways  and  means  of  settling  his  claim  should 
your  Honorable  Body  feel  so  disposed 

There  has  been  suggested  to  this  Committee  two  ways  out  of  the  dilemma, 
one  of  which  is  by  an  affirmative  vote  of  the  electors  of  tin*  County  and  another 
by  a  friendly  suit  in  <  hancery  to  be  brought  by  Mr.  Hawley  to  determine  title 
and  adjust  this  claim.  As  to  whether  Mr.  Hawley’s  is  a  valid  claim  or  not  this 
Committee  is  not  prepared  to  say.

Supervisor  Cox  moved  that  the  Committee  appointed  to  investigate  ex-

The  chairman  appointed  Supervisor  Cox  as  such  committee. 

Supervisor  Wicker  called  the  attention  of  the  Board  to  the  fact  that  the 
carpet  in  the  public  parlor  of  the  jail  was  used  largely  by  the  public  and  had 
always  been  furnished  by  the  sheriff.  Supervisor  Lowry  moved  that  the  clerk 
be  instructed  to  draw  an  order  on  the  treasurer  for  $16.25,  the  cost  of  the  new 
carpet  just  purchased  for  said  public  parlor  at  the  jail,  said  carpet  to  be  the 
property  of  the  county.  Motion  prevailed. 

Supervisor  Cox  moved  that  a  vote  of  thanks  be  tendered  Chairman  Ogden 
for  his  careful,  impartial  and  courteous  manner  of  conducting  the  sessions  of 
the  Board. 

Supervisor  Olds  moved  that  the  Hoard  adjourn  sine  die.
